The catchwaters at Jubilee’ Reser- 
voirs will be most useful in the 
occasional dry summers which pre- 
vent the reservoirs receiving a full 
lond. At present with the Jubilee 
Reservoir overflowing, these catch- 
waters would five no benefit at all, 
but they are regarded us a necessary 
provision for the future. 

This summer there has been plenti- 
ful rain and, with a total Colony-wide 
storage of over 6,050 million gallons, 
the water stored up for the winter 
represents a record flyure. In view 
of the Increase of population by 
refugees, ‘conservatively estimated at 
70,000, the extra supply Is welcome.

SAW PLANE CRASH| RADIO BROADCAS 


SHUN. CHIH STOPPED 
BY AIRCRAFT CARRIER 


‘Tho British freighter Shun Chih, 
which arrived here last night, told 
of a atrange sequel to the morning's 
air_rafld.on Canton, . 

The Shun Chih, which Is manned 
by British oMficcrs, was stopped at 
Gap Rocle by four’ Japanese warships 
and on aircraft carrier. Though the 
vessel was not boarded, she was 
questioned and delayed from 7,45 
tum. until 8.30 am. and during that 
tlme witnessed the Joss of a Japanese 
acroplane. ‘ 

Two planes, one large and one 
small, appeared from the direction of 
Canton and while the larger pro- 
ceeded to Innd on the deck of the 
aircraft carrier come miles away, the 
smaller elreled the Shun Chih and 
searched her decks. The pllot, how- 
ever, elther mistook hls distances or 
his engine failed at a critical moment 
for after making two or three cir- 
cults of the ship he crashed Into the 
water only about a ship's Iength 
from the Shun Chih, 

The plane immediately began to 
sink and the pilot produced a small 
flag’ and waved frantically with the 
result that n small boat put off from 
one of the warships and rescucd him 
just as the plane sani in 18 fathoms.

On Saturday afternoon Mr. 
Alfred Hieks was at his desk as 
usual. For more than a quarter 
of a century he had finished his 
week’s work on a Saturday, 
gone home to a well-carned 
rest, and gratefully enjoyed his 
Sunday relaxation.

he was not looking forward to 
the week-end; he was not feel- 
ing well.

Mr. Hicks, like all true news- 
papermen, died “in harness,” a8 
he would have wished. It was 
typical of him that, only a few 
weeks before his passing, he 
wrote his own brief obituary, 
filed it away. 


We who worked 
probably know bests the 
qualities of the man. Ilis un- 
failing kindliness, his sympathy 
for the fellow “down in. his 
luck,” hig quick wit, his sound 
judgement, his really deep in- 
sight into human character, his 
Vision in the world of politics 
and news, won him the. admira- 
tion and the respect of his col- 
leagues, usually hard judges.

ITALY PREPARED 
Fascism Doesn’t Know 
Word “Impossible” ! 


Rome, Sept. 9, 

The announcement thot Japan may 
decide not to stage the Olymple 
Gomes in 1940 has attracted an un- 
usual amount of attention In Italy. 

Although no official statement has 
been made it Is certain that Italy 
will follow developments with more 
than usual interest, since Italy was 
the second applicant for the 1940 
Games and resigned in favour of 
Japan a short time before the ballot- 
ing took place. 

Although preparations for such .a 
big event in less than three years 
would involve great difficulty, it is 
declared that the word “impossible” 
does not exist for Fascism.

country, Now, what about it?” if 

My _ reply is: “Nothing doing. 
After the said business at Southport, 
where Britlsh professionals threw 
away the: Ryder Cup match by a 
combination of bad, play and bat 
tactics, I om prepared for almost 
anything. I see no chance of our 
winning the Cup for at feast another 
four years, and if our amateurs are 
beaten by America next year, the 
same can be sald of the Walker 
Cup. 

I cannot help feeling that, from 
an internation! aspect, British golf 
prospects are far from encouraging. 
L have before me a letter from a well- 
known player who asks: “Our pro- 
fessionals, having lost the Ryder Cup, 
fs it not possible for our amateurs 
to hit back? I .know that Britain 
has never won the Walker Cup, but, 
that does not mean to say 
that we never shall win It. Now is 
the time to do somcthIng about the 
motter:” He omits to say what 
should be done, and for the life of 
me I cannot suggest anything of o 
practical nature that can be done, 

NO CONJURING TRICKS 

There are no conjuring “tricks at 
golf; players cannot be produced at 
will out of o hat, As my corres- 
pondent obviously wants me to sug- 
gest the names of o few probable 
players, it may not be unprofitabic 
to review the position from this an- 
gle. In buliding a Walker Cup team 
the first name to go on the lst is 
the amateur champion. Robert 
Sweeny is the reigning champlon, 
but as he happens to be an -Ameri- 
can subject, we come to a stop 
straightaway. The question of na- 
tionallty prevents him playing for 
Britain, © °° CTT z 

Well, then, what about the runner- 
up? He Is Lioncl Munn, on Irlsh- 
man, now permanently resident in 
England, but in his case the question 
of nationality does not arise. Rather 
is {t o matter of age. In his -fitty- 
second year, Munn was chosen to 
play in the 1934 match, at St. An- 
drews, but at the cleventh hour 
begged to be excused on the grounds 
of indlsposition, The vacancy was 
hurriedly filled by Crawley, who, 
playing In the singles only, was 
beaten 6 and 4 by Francis Ouimcet, 
the American captain. Unless the 
match is played at Royal St, Georgo’s,

It is thought in London that Chin- - 
ese unity would have suffered a sct- 
back, and perhops have been des~ 
troyed if the Jopanesc challenge had 
not been taken up. Now, however, 
It is'belleved that Chinese unity, 
promoted by industrlalisation and the 
greatcr administrative efficlency and 
genius of ‘Chiang Kai-shek, wilt re- 
celve ‘a further stimulus trom the 
war with Japan, cven if the war ends 
in, defeat, ‘

CIGARETTE SMUGGLING 


A comparatively small amount of 
cigarettes was smuggled. On the 
other hand Chinese-style manuface 
tured tobacco was persistently 
smuggled by the crews of River 
Steamers, by travelling traders und 
by  sampans — from Macao to 
Cheung Chad. The travelling-trader 
fraternity--women included—smug- 
gies goods In small quantities into 
China and in order not to return to 
Honstkongs empty-handed, tobagco in 
smal! quantities 4s introduced In the 
hope of getting through the search 
party on the wharves. Many of these 
people arrive on the night steamer 
and remain on board unttl daylight. 
If a search Is made of the vessel on 


4 arrival the tobacco is hidden or dis- 


carded, and If it ty not picked up by 

the Revenue staff it is later retrieved 

with the object of somehow getting tt 
ore. 

Smuygling of tobacco by fishing 
boats to Cheung Chau for distribution 
there and at Aberdeen is on a well- 
organized — basis. When ao cargo 
arrived jt was quickly transferred to 
several untenanted huts and repacked 
into small lots. Although some 
urrests were made, It was unusual to 
find the huts tenanted when 2 raid 
was carricd out, 

As a result of a slight Increase in 
the duty on Motor Spirit the revenue 
returtr is slightly higher. 


NEW LOW RECORD 


The total umount of prepared opium 
sold amounted only to 15,196 tacls 
which is a new low record. In April 
of this year the price of Government 
Opium was reduced from $17 per tacl 
to $12 per tae]. It was hoped by re- 
duction of the price per tael to do 
something to counter the traffic In 
cheap {Hicit opium, but although sales 
for the year ‘increased by some 120 
tacls.the Income for the ycar was re~ 
duced by $41,622. Even the sale of 
Kam Shan Opium, which {s a luxury 
brand reserved for specially reqtister= 
ed smokers, showed a dterease of 
some 1,900 ‘tuels, resulting in a fur- 
ther drop in comparison with Jast 
year of $51,040, 

“Though Honglcong is still flooded 
with illicit) prepared opium the 
tendency was for this opium to be 
prepared from Persian raw owing: to 
n shortage of Chinese raw. When 
available the price of Chinese raw 
opium was low, but towards the end 
of the yeur, owing to political 
changes in the adjoining provinces 
of China, a definite’ scarcity of this 
type of oplum was observed. This 
yeur sclzures shrank by one half in 
comparison with | 1935, und © only 
9,602 taels were scized. 

In one ense an Indian 
some people acting suspiciously 
ine gatnering darkness on the sen 
shore at Cheung Sha Wan.

PERSIAN RAW OPIUM 


The scizures of Persian raw 
opium during the year,under review 
showed a henvy Increase over those 
of 1935. Altogether $8,711 — tuels 
were seized under conditions which 
pointed to Macao as being the chief 
source from which it was smuggled. 

One consignment of 11,508 tacls 
was seized on bourd a small fishing 
junk which had just arrived from 
Macao. It was packed In.24 sealed 
Uns with gunny bag covers. Some- 
how or other, the crew of the junk 
had obtained six passes Issued in 
the nome of a‘nelghbouring Govern- 
ment. There is no doubt that — this 
was another case of organized 
smuggling, for no junk master could 
afford the capital expenditure In- 
volved In the purchuse of such a 
large quantity of opium. 

Another important case: was the 
selzure of 8.640 tacls on another junk 
in February 1936. ‘This opium was 
also packed in’ scaled tins with 
gunny bag covers, and the marks and 
serial numbers of the covers were 
very similar to those of a shipment 
of Persian raw opium, which had 
passed through Hongkong a few 
weeks before under on import au- 
thorization Issued by a neighbouring 
Government. These two cascs showed 
that the smuggling of Perslan raw 
opium was on a3 highly organize

A FRIEND HAS 
PASSED 


On Saturday afternoon Mr, 
Alfred Hicks was at his desk as 
usual. For more than a quarter 
of-a ventury he had finished his 
Saturday, 
well-earned 


week's work on a 
fone ‘home to a 
rest, and gratefully enjoyed his 
Sunday relaxation, But on. this 
last Saturday he was distressed ; 
he was not looking forward to 
the week-end; he was not feel- 
ing well, Saturday night he 
was very ill, was rushed to the 
Government Civil Hospital, was 
treated for cholera, Forty-eight 
hours later he died. Hongkong 
had Jost one of its best-loved 
“colonists,” 
had worked under him, some of 
them for many years, had lost a 
friend, 


It was significant that at 
the funeral of the late Editor 
of this newspaper, were 80 many 
of his Chinese staff. Mr. Hicks 
was respected by them. To the 
graveside they ‘came quietly, 
hesitantly; | veteran foremen 
compositors and youngsters who 
had learned their trade under the 
man they mourned. 

Mr. Hicks, like all true news- 
papermen, died “in harness,” as 
he would have wished. It was 
typical of him that, only a few 
weeks before his ‘passing, he 
wrote his own brief obituary, 
filed it away. 


We who worked’ with him 
probably know best the 
qualities of the man. His un- 
failing kindliness, his sympathy 
for the fellow ‘down. in his 
luck,” his quick wit, his sound 
judgement, his really deep in- 
sight into human character, ‘his 
vision in the- world of ‘politics 
and news, won him the admira- 
tion and the respect of his col- 
leagues, usually. hard judges. 
There is something of irony in 
the fact that Mr. Hicks had 
planned to retire very shortly,

of the machines included in it. 


On my visits to Germany | 
have had opportunities of learn- 
ing from high authorities there 
the great value that the German 
Air Force sets upoti standardisa- 
The speed of replacement 
ands repair which this makes 
possible is of paramount import- 
anee in an arm where wastage 
under war conditions would be 
so great. . 

The German air authorities 
restrict their types of machines 
to three: heavy bombers, fast 
fighters, and an intermediate 
type for artillery observation 
‘and general purposes. Yet the 
British Air Force includes, it is 
said, no fewer than eleven varie- 
ties of acroplane. 


Direct Contact 


“WJOR is it in technical 
matters alone that 
inertia prevails.

fessional yullery. :

Innate British Snobbery 


Now, & young man is not going to;

Threat To Bomb 
Nanking Brings 
- Swift Reaction 


Holding Tokyo 
Responsible 
_-For Any Loss 


London, Sept. 22. 

Great Britain has made repre- 
sentations to. the Tokyo Forelgn 
Office through the British Am- 
bassador, Sir Robert Craigie, re- 
garding the threat to bomb 
Nanking, and refers to the possi- 
bility that other than military 
objectives may be hit, and the 
lives of civilians, including 
Britishers, may be endangered. 

It is believed Britain reserves 
the right to hold Japan respon- 
sible for any damage to British 
lives and property.—United 
Press, 


U.S, REPRESENTATIONS 


Washington, Sept. 21. 

Mr. Corddl! Hull, Secretary of 
Stale, announced’ ta-day that the 
United States had made representa- 
tions to Tokyo against Jupan’s 
ane ouneed intention of bombing Nan- 
canny. 
on the grounds that the bombing of 
non-combaltant populations violated 
International and humanitarian laws. 

The United States also protested 
that such a bombing might interfere 
with normal relations — between 
Washington and Tokyo, by endanger= 
ing American diplomatic representa- 
tives in Nanking, 

Mr, Hull added that the American 
Ambassador at Nanking in taking 
refuge aboard an American gusboat, 
with his staff, had merely carricd out 
the U.S, Government’s general policy 
of avoiding exposing its representa- 
tives to personal danger in a time of 
emergency.” 


NO ASSURANCES: GIVEN 

The Japanese Government has not 
yet given any specific assurances in 
reply to the American representa - 
tions, . 

When the American protest was 
made in Tokyo the United States State 
Department was not aware that a 
similar course was contemplated. by 
Great Britain, Mr. Hull expiained. 

He added that the Usited ‘States 
Ambassador had discretion to remain 
uboard the gunboat at Nanting, or 
go ashore, or establish his Embassy 
wherever he saw fit—Reuter. 


OUTSPOKEN CRITICISM 

: Washington, Sept, 21. 
. In an outspoken editorinl_on the 
evacuation of the Amcrican Embassy 
at Nanking, the Washington Evening 
Star observes: “The blame for the 
uugraceful retreat belongs exclusive- 
ly to Washington. It is more than 
ungraceful; it Is an abject humiliation, 
and St does not become a great power 
lilke the United States.-. It is-particu- 
larly unpalatable because t takes 
place under duress, and because up to 
the latest accounts, other countries 
like. Grent Britain, France, Russiu, 
Germany and Italy, have decided to 
carry on at Nanking.”—Reuter. 


REALISES LEAGUE WEAKNESS

When the Jubilee Reservoir was 
completed at a cost of $8,000,000 over 
a period of four years, it was thought 
by those who had inspired the scheme 
that its extra 3,000 million gallons 
would amply safeguard the Colony 
ngainst the water shortage that has 
tlways been {ta direst natural threat. 
The population in residential areas 
and the general consumption of water 
Increased so rapidly, however, that it 
was quickly realised that something, 
more must be done. The present plains 
for the expenditure of $3,000,000 will 
meet the case for n considerable time, 
it is confidently expected, . 

MORE “WATER-MINDED” 

It is realised that consumption und 
use of water has increased out of all 
proportion te the addition of popula- 
tion, the reason belng chiefly that the 
Chinese are more “water-minded.” 

Kowloontsal is the greatest instance 
of rapid advancement. The new ser- 
vice reservolr will be bullt cast of 
the Garden City and considerable con- 
nection of line to the trunk pipes will 
pe carried out. Eventually, another 
service reservoir. will be necessary at 
Kowloon City, it Is realised. 

The importance of the new cross- 
harbour pipes lies In the fact that they 
will enable a much greater quantity 
of water to pass from the Mainland. 
The capacity of the present pipes is 
not sufficient to supply all the needs 
of the area they serve without restrice 
tions ‘if the Island were entirely de- 
pendent on that source of supply. 

The proposed pumping station at 
Kennedy Road would allow water to 
be piped to a much greater area on 
the Island than -at present, though it 
could ‘not supply ‘the: Peak. dircct....-. 

The catchwaters at Jubilee Reser- 
volrs will be most useful in the 
occasional dry summers which pre- 
vent the reservoirs receiving a full 
lond. At present with the Jubilee 
Reservolr overflowing, these catch- 
waters would give no benefit at all, 
but they are regarded os a necessary 
provision for the future. 

This summer there has been plenti- 
ful rain and, with n total Colony-wide 
storage of over 6,050 million gallons, 
the water stored up for the winter 
represents a record figure. In view 
of the increase of population by 
refugees, conservatively estimated at 
70,000, the extra supply is welcome,

can be avoided, no additional 
tlon should be imposcd, 


NO FALSE ECONOMY INTENDED 


As far as can be foreseen, although 
I admit that is not at the moment 
very far nhend—it will not be neces- 
sary to look for new sources of re- 
venue In 1938, At the same time it 
Is not so ensy, as {s sometimes glibly 
suggested, to cut down expenditure 
jn times of depression and to Inunch 
out again when conditions improve. 
Expansion can of course be curtailed 
or postponed but the normal work of 
ndministration must go on.’ It mny 
even inercase during oa slump os the 
records of Police, Prisons and Magls- 
tracles show. Actual reduction of 
Expenditure which Is to have im- 
mediate effect must gencrally. be at 
the expense of Puble Works, recur- 
rent or extraordinary, Even this ts 
not always possible, 

The Policy which was perforce 
adopted In 1036 of reducing: mainten- 
ance votes has left its legacy Jn de~ 
terloration of roads and buildings and 
it would be false economy to try to 
starve these services any longer. It 
is necessary in fact in arder to escupe 
very heavy expenditure In the near 
future to do something to mnuke up 
lost ground. The vote fpr Public 
Works Recurrent hos _accordinly 
been Increased from $1,486,500 in 1037 
to $1,600,200 in 1938 and no attempt 
has been made to reduce unduly those 
Items under Public Works Extraordl- 
nary which are of a recurrent nature, 
The sum prévided for Public Works 
Extraordinary has on the other hand 
been considerably reduced. The 
only mnjor commitment carried for- 
ward from 1937 is the Government 
Store, the construction of which has 
been shown clearly to be a measure 
of economy. There are however cer- 
tain other items which hove been 
Postponed from year to year until 
thelr urjrency ‘can no longer, be dis- 
puted, Provision for a beginning in 
the case of two of the most pressing 
will be found included. These are a 
new Mental Hospital and a new Ward 
Block for the Kowloon Hospital. 
However uncertain the future may be 
T feel that Honourable members will 
agree that the time has at last come 
when these works can no longer be 
safely postponed, . 


WATERWORKS EXTENSION 


Even more urgent if that were pos- 
slble is a further extension of water- 
works, The position has been very 
fully und clearly set out in. a 
Sesstonal Paper printed this year and 
members have already agreed ‘to the 
expenditure involved. — This is so 
lurge that the inclusion of the work 
among the items tht cost of which 
is to be met from revenue wotild 
either have meant the exclusion of 
everything else or the imposition of 
fresh taxation §f the expected de- 
ficit was not to be swelled to an-un-~ 
acceptable size. The Government 
consider that this and similar ex- 
penditure, which can be shown to be 
remuncrative, can .properly be met 
from a new loan, The position is set 
out in’ the’. Financial Secretary's 
memorandum and I trust that the 
proposal, which, while safeguarding 
our cash balances, enables new con- 
struction to be financed very cheaply, 
will commend itself to this Council. 

Before I slt down I should like to 
invite attention to certain’ items of 
interest and to a few. points not 
explained in the Memoranda, 

The Finance Committee of this 
Council agreed recently to a proposal 
whereby as from January Ist, 1938, 
the number of posts in the various 
classes of the Junior Clerical Service 
should bear a certain proportion to 
the total number of officers in ‘that 
service. This means an inerease In 
1938 of the numbers in the higher 
classes and so Involves increased ex-

Under Colonial Secretary's Office, 
it is proposed to recruit two new 
Cadet Oflicers in 1938. Since these 
oflicers have to undergo a long period 
of training they will not be ready to 
take up their duties until the autumn 
of 1041 and it is necessary to make 
provision carly for possible retire- 
ments or transfers, 

Under the Head Secretariat for 
Chinese Affuirs will be found pro- 
vision for one Lady Assistant and 
three additionn! female inspectors. 
These appointments ure being made 
in accordance with the recommenida- 
tlons of the Multsal Cummission and 
with resolutions adopted by — the 
League of Nations Conference at 
Bandoeng {In 1937, There is a com- 
pensating reduction of one Cadet 
OMecer and his‘ interpreter. The re- 
duction is, actually, more apparent 
than real because it hns been neces- 
sary, for many years past, to de- 
prive the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs of his Third Assistant except 
during a few months in the winter 
when the return of officers from 
leave made it possible to spare one 
for the post. 

Proposals for the re-organization 
of the Treasury will shortly be put 
before thls Council. They: Involve, 
briefly, the transfer of the Financial 
Secretary to an office at the Colonial 
Secretariat, and the creation of a 
post of Accountant General for the 
supervision of the Treasury work 
proper. I shall not attempt to go 
Into any detall at the moment be- 
causo tho matter is still under dis- 
cussion.

A FRIEND HAS 
PASSED 


On Saturday afternoon Mr, 
Alfred Hieks Was at his desk as 
usual, For more than a quarter 
‘of a century he had finished his 
week’s work on a Saturday. 
gone home to a well-earned 
rest, and gratefully enjoyed his 
Sunday relaxation, But on this 
last Saturday he was distressed; 
he was not looking forward to 
the week-end; he was not feel- 
ingy well. Saturday night he 
was very ill, was rushed to the 
Government Civil Hospital, was 
treated for cholera. | Forty-eight 
hours later he died. Hongkong 
had of its best-loved 
“colonists,” and the men who 
had worked under him, some of 
them for many years, had lost @ 
friend.

Tt was significant that at 
the funeral-of the Inte Editor 
of this newspaper, were so many 
of his Chinese staff. Mr. Hicks 
was respected by them. .To the 
graveside they came quictly, 
hesitantly; | veteran foremen 
compositors and youngsters who 
had learned their trade under the 
man they mourned. 


Mr. Hicks, like all true news- 
papermen, died “in harness,” as 
he would have wished. It was 
typical of him that, only a few 
weeks before his passing, he 
wrote his own brief obituary, 
filed it away. - 


We who worked with him 
probably know best the 
qualities of the man. His un- 
failing kindliness, his sympathy 
for the fellow “down in his 
luck,” his quick wit, his sound 
judgement, his really deep in- 
sight into human character, his 
vision in the world of: politics 
and news, won him the admira- 
tion and the respect of his col- 
leagues, hard judges. 
There is something of jrony..in 
the fact that Mr. Hicks’ had 
planned to retire very shortly, 
and-his half-formulated scheme 
was to enter into politics in 
England and serve the people in 
another way. For. throughout 
-his career, as he so often. said, 
he had considered himself a 
servant of the public, particular- 
ly as an editor. IL was not his 
aim, he snid, to try to teach a 
theory, or through didactic edi.

In wars of the future, as the 
late Marshal Foch foretold, de- 
feat may be brought about by 
national breakdown under con- 
tinuous aerial bombardment, in- 
dependently of the fortunes of 
the battle-front. Before armies 
and navies could mect, swift and 
devastating air attack might so 
demoralise on country that its 
Government would be forced Lo 
capitulate, 

Vital Necessity 
JOR an Air Force differs 

F ‘from all other arma- 
ments of which the world has 
had experience. It can come in- 
stantancously into operation 
with its maximum destructive 
power. At one moment the sky 
may be serene; at the next it 
will be black with air-squadrons 
- bringing ‘death and destruction 
on such a seale as humanity has 
never seen. 

This country is more vulner- 
able to air invasion than any 
other, . Such. protection as.can 
possibly be provided is of vital 
necessity to Britain. 


Yet, at the present moment, 
nothing is being done. The 
scheme that exists on paper has 
reached complete deadlock on the 
question of which public au- 
thority is to pay for carrying it 
into effect. The Government 
has offered to meet 70 per cent. 
of the expense; the municipali- 
ties maintain that it should de- 
fray the entire cost. 


Held Up by Squabble 


ERE is a matter which 

might any day be- 

come the most urgent concern of 

the whole nation. ‘In Germany 

or Italy it would be.settled by a 

single decree.

Meanwhile, on the false as- 


sumption that battleships can” 


fight aeroplanes, millions of 
pounds which should be devoted 
to developingy our nerial defences 
are being spent in building big’ 
ships. 


We have once more reached 
the dangerous stage at which 
Mini ‘ers commit themselyes to 
complacent -statements about 
the size of the Royal Air Force. 
In technical circles grave doubts 
prevail not only as.to the suffi- 
ciency and speed of our building

of the machines included in it. 


On my visitg to Germany I 
have had opportunities of learn- 
ing from high authorities there 
the great value that the German 
Air Force sets upon standardisa- 
tion. The speed of replacement 
and repair which this makes 
possible is of paramount import- 
ance in an arm where wastage 
under war conditions would be 
so great. 


The German air authorities 
restrict their types of machines 
to three: heavy bombers, fast 
fychters, and an intermediate 
type for artillery observation 
and general purposes. Yet the 
British Air Force includes, it is 
said, no fewer than eleven varie- 
ties of acroplane. 


Direct Contact 


Nor is it} in technical 
matters alone that 
inertia prevails, There’ are as 
yet no signs of any real effort 
towards an agreement on inter- 
national policy with Germany. 
If the peace of Europe is to be 
assured it is essential that there 
should be as frequent and direct 
contact between British ‘and 
German Ministers as between 
those of Britain and France. 


Under its new leadership we 
may hope that the British 
Cabinet will take a more realis- 
tic view of our national interests 
than in the past. Such con- 
siderations as the integrity of 
Belgium have lost their import- 
ance for this country. ine 
width of Belgian territory is only 
80 miles, and x modern _ air- 
squadron could fly across it in 20 
minutes. z 


It is satisfactory to see that 
steps are being tuken to bring 
about the better understanding 
with Italy which The Daily Mail 
has continually urged. Those 
bellicose British pacifisty who so 
stoutly opposed national rearma- 
ment in the.past still fail, to 
realise how near we came to war 
with Italy in the Mediterranean 
last year, and how dangerously 
exposed to Italian air and. sub-. 
marine attack was the fleet 
which we concentrated’ at 
Alexandria, 


The farce of refusing to re- 
cognise Italy's conquest of 
Abyssinia is fortunately coming 
toanend. That the self-righte- 
ousness displayed by the British 
Government in the Abyssinian 
question should appear hypocri- 
tical to Italian cyes is not sur- 
prising when so many people are 
remember Bri- 
tain’s burglary of Burma in 1886.

Great Britain has made repre- 
sentations to the Tokyo Foreign 
Office through the British Am- 
bassndor, Sir Robert Craigie, re- 
garding the threat to bomb 
Nanking, and refers to the possi- 
bility that other than military 
objectives may be hit, and the 
lives of civilians, including 
Britishers, may be endangered. 

It is believed Britain reserves 
the right to hold Japan respon- 
sible for any damage to British 
lives and — property.—United 
Presa, 


U.S. REPRESENTATIONS 


Washington, Sept. 21. 

Mr, Cordell Hull, “Secretary of 
Slate, unnounced' taq-day that the 
United States had made representa- 
tions to Tokyo against Japan's 
announced Intention of bombing Nan- 
king. The protest ‘is based chiefly 
on the grounds that the bombing of 
non-combatant populations violated 
international and humanitarian laws. 

The United States also protested 
that such a bombing might interfere 
with normal ‘relations between 
Washington and Tokyo, by endanger 
ing American diplomatic representa- 
tives in Nanking. 


Mr. Hull added that the American 
Ambassador at Nanking in’ taking 
refuge aboard an American gunbont, 
with his staff, had merely carried out 
the U.S, Government's general policy 
of avoiding. exposing its representa- 
lives to personal danger in a time of 
emergency. 


NO ASSURANCES GIVEN 

The Japanese Government has not 
yet given any specific assurances in 
reply to the American representa- 
tions. 

When the American. protest was 
made In Tokyo the United States State 
Department was not aware that a 
similar course was contemplated by 
Great Britain, Mr. Hull explained. 

He added that the United States 
Ambassador had discretion to remain 
uboard the gunboat at Nanking, or 
go ashore, or establish his Embassy 
wherever he saw fit.—Reuter, 


_ OUTSPOKEN CRITICISM 


Washington, Sept. 21. 

In an outspoken editorial on the 
evacuation of the American Embassy 
at Nanking, the Washington Evening 
Star. observes; “The blame for. the 
uugraceful retreat belongs exclusive- 
ly to. Washington. It is more than 
ungracetul; it is an abject huiniliation, 
and jt docs not become a great power 
like the United States. It is parficu- 
larly unpalatable because it “takes 
place under duress, and because up to 
the latest accounts, other’ countries 
I{ke Great Britain, France, Russia, 
Germany and Italy, have decided to

fantasy world, and the impact with 
reotity will be hard and unpleasant, 

A cultural education is undoubted- 
ly & great advantage. It opens up 
unlimited uvenucs of pleasurable 
experience, but if one has not tho 
money to Indulge one's cultured 
tastes and to mix with tho people 
who share them it becomes o very 
doubtful advantage, indeed it offen 
becomes a hindrance to happiness in 
such clrcumstances, because It poisons 
one’s sdcinl relationships. 

A body of such disgruntled young 
men and women, denied the statlons 
in life. to which their hard work and - 
sacrifices have entitled them, would 
fall casily for any potential Hitler. 
A dissatisfied Intelligentsia has al- 
ways been the most serlous menace 
to the stnbillty of any soclety.

OPIUM SMUGGLING ON — 
ORGANISED BASIS 


“One of the most outstanding features of Hong- 


kong’s year was the increase 


in illicit distilling in urban 


areas, states the annual report of. the Superintendent of 


Imports and Exports. 

“Unemployment at the 
many former 
legitimate channels, 


distilleries has probably led 


employees to turn their knowledge into Jess

flood the market with cheap spirits. Arrests and

Ing of watch doxs usually betrayed 
‘the presence of a raiding party, and 
although suMclent evidence of dis- 
tilling was always found outside the 
village, any request for Information 
in the village itself was met with ao 


‘sullen and stony silence. 


‘SHOWED. INGENUITY 

On one occasion an arrest was made 
through the ingenuity of ao Revenuc 
Officer, who approached the scene of 
operation by wading up to his waist 
In water along the bed of a stream, 
Five fire pinces and 160 gallons of 
rice mash were discovered, 

Tho river steamers and launches 
still continued to give trouble and 
small lots of spirits were constantly 
found on ships engaged in the 

Trade. : 

There: was an Incregse in the net 
revenuc from liquor of $352,508 as 
compared with 1935 but there was an 
all-round decrease in the duty-paid 
gallonage of whisky, gin, sherry, 
brandy, and rum duc to the depression 
and because dealers had bought large 
stocks the previous year in anticipa~ 
tlon’of a fixed tarriif. 

‘The total consumption of tobacco 
showed a decrease of 331,217 lbs., but 
for the same reasons given above, net 
revenue at $4,060,930 showed a high 
Increase. Drawbacle payments that 
had to be made to the British 
Cigarette Company at the beginning 
of this ycar diminished this uchieve- 
ment by $200,000, Thrice as much 
tobacco was exported during the year. 

CIGARETSE SMUGGLING 

A comparatively small amount of 
cigarcttes, was smuggicd. On the 
other hand Chinese-style manuface 
tured tobscco was: persistently 
smuggled by the crews of River 
Steamers, by travelling traders and 
by | sampans from Macao to 
The travelling-trader 
fraternity--women included—smug- 
fles goods in small quantities into 
China and Jn order not to return to 
Hongkong empty-handed, tobacco in 
small quantities ts introduced in the 
hope of getting through the search 
party on the wharves. Many of these 
people arrive on the tight steamer 
and remain on board until daylight. 
If n scarch is made of the vessel on 
arrival the tobacco is hidden or dis- 
corded, and If it {9 not picked up by 
the Revenue staff it ts later retrieved 
with the object of somehow getting it 
ashore. ‘ : 

Smuggling of tobacco by fishing 
boata to Cheung Chau for distribution 
there and at Aberdecn Js ona well- 
organized basis. When a. cargo 
arrived it was quickly transferred to 
several untenanted huts and repacked 
into small lots. Although some 
arrests were made, It was unusual to 
find the huts tenanted when a raid 
was carried out. 

‘As ao result of a slight Increase in 
the raf on Motor Spirit the revenue 
return Is slightly higher. . 

NEW LOW RECORD

acid: amounted only to 10,400 tacls 
which [s a new low record, - In April 
of this year the price of Government 
Oplum was reduced from $17 per tael 
te $12'per tnel.

Though ‘Hongkong ts stilf Nooded 
with tllcit prepared opium — the 
tendency was for this oplum to be 
prepared from Perslan raw owing to 
a shortage of Chinese raw. When 
available the price of Chinese | raw 
opium was low, but towards the end 
of the year, owing to political 
changes In the adjoining — provinces 
of China, a definite scarcity of this 
type of oplum was observed, This 
year seizures shrank by one half In 
comparison “with ~ 1935, “and conly 
9,002 taels were seized. : 

In-one case an Jndlan Warder saw 
some people acting suspiciously in 
the gathering darkness on the ‘sen 
shore at Cheung Sha ‘Wan. He 
finshed his torch on the scene of their 
activities, and they immediately fled, 
leaving behind 900 tacls of Chinese 
raw opium packed In double tins tied 
covers, and 


with last 


strongly corded, 

In another case 900 taels were 
found on the sea bed near the Jordan 
Road ferry. This consignment had 
been dumped in sealed tins and 
weighted down with about 80 Ibs. of 
old iron, The spot had been care- 
fully buoyed, and no difficulty was 
found in ‘retrieving the oplum with 
the information avallable. 

PERSIAN RAW OPIUM. 

The selzures of Perslan raw 
opium during the year under revicw 
showed a heavy Increase over those 
of 1935. Altogether 58,711, tacls 
were selzed under conditions which 
pointed to Macao as being the chief 
source from which it was smuggled. 

Qne consignment of 11,508 | tacls 
was seized on board a small fishing 
junk which hud just arrived from 
Macno, It was packed in 24 sealed 
tins with gunny bag. covers, ‘ Some- 
how or other, the crew of the junk 
had obtained six passes issucd in 
the name of a nelghbourlng Govern- 
ment. There is no doubt that this 
was another case of organized 
smuggling, for no junk master could 
afford the capital expenditure in- 
volved in the purchase of such ao 
large quantity of opium. . 

Another important case was the 
seizure of 8,640 tacls on another junk 
in February 1936.. This opium was 
also packed In scaled’ ths with 
gunny bog covers, and the marks and 


serinf numbers of the .covers were : 


very similar to those of a shipment 
of Persian raw opium, which had 
passed through Hongkong a few 
yweeks before under on import au- 
thorization Issued by a nelghbourlng 
Government. These two cases showed 
that the smuggling of Persian raw 
oplum was on -a highly organized 
basls. 

Another caso was the selzure of 
9,000 tacls of Perstan raw oplum on 
board the 8.8, Hal Tan. The vessel 
was on the point of leaving for 
Swatow and Amoy and it Js probable 
thnt the oplum wag consigned there 
with the object of transhipping it to 
{he Straits or Java.

U.S. RACING 
DRIVER | 
INJURED 


DURING ATTEMPT 
ON RECORDS 


Bonneville, Sept. 21. 

Ab Jenkins, the fwmouy American 
racing driver, was injured in the arm 
to-day during his attempt on the salt 
beds here to improve upon the exist- 
Ing specd records.

of Red Lion were selzed. 

Another scizure occurred on the 
Norwegian steamer Muaroso, where 
2,140 tacls were found in the engine 
room. : 

Nearly all-of the prepared opium 
was scized under conditions, which 
pointed tO the export trade, and 
there can be no doubt that its 
destination was Java, or the Straits, 
and in some cases America. 

There was a number of cascs of 
using the malls to transport opium, 
and the most favoured method was 
to take a tacl‘or more of specially 
dried prepared oplum, which was 
carefully wrapped up.in a news- 
paper and posted In the usual way. 
Canada or Jamaica was the usual 
destination of these postal packets. 

OPIUM DIVANS 

The number of divans during the 
year did not decrease and in many 
cases they reopened within a few 
hours of being raided. In one case 
two divans in adjacent houses on a 
floor opening off the same stair-case 
were raided, and found in operation 
on three successive days, Female 
attendants were found, and 
elgarettes and fruit were on sale. 

As a general rule persons found 
smoking In divans were not arrested, 
owing to insufficient accommodation 
nt the Gaol. Convicted divan keepers 
very seldom paid their fincs, for as 
often os not they were paid’ by their 
principals for thé period served in 
gaol. | ia : ‘ 

During the year the policy of scll- 
Ing Government oplum through the 
Head Ofice and Government shops 
for the most part was further deve- 
loped by the opening of seven ad- 
ditional shops, while the only re- 
tailers retained were thosc who 
functloned In the New Territorics, 

HEROIN SEIZED 

During the year under review 
3,000,707 pills and T1144 ozs. of 
heroin were seized in 526 cases, a 
Jarge majority of which were found 
in pill factorics, 

A rald on a heroin factory in 
Kowloon revealed that on address in 
Des Voeux Rod Central was pro- 
bably a distributing place for heroin, 
When this address was raided it was 
found, to be a ‘depot for heroin pills 
and for pill ingredients, and al- 
together 8714 ozs, of heroin, were
